Football  began  in  the  heat  of  August.  Ap- 
proximately eighty  boys  appeared  from  all  over 
the  city  of  Lexington  for  the  first  practices — 
all  eager  and  willing  to  work.

After  weeks  of  hard  football  grind,  both 
physically  and  mentalh^  the  team  roared  into 
action  under  the  split  "T."  This  first  sight 
of  action  took  place  in  the  Philpott  Memorial 
Stadium,  in  Lexington.  Even  with  an  offensive 
and  a  defensive  team,  Coach  Mull  was  still  witli 
reserve  strength.  No  time  was  lost;  the  team 
showed  its  real  strength.  From  that  time  on  it 
was  only  a  matter  of  time  until  the  next  game. 
Under  heavy  pressure,  the  boys  never  let  up. 
They  worked,  and  they  loved  it.  This,  the  1954 
football  squad,  was  the  team  that  was  to  rank 
among  the  "greats"  of  Lexington  Senior  High 
School.
